As anyone who’s seen AC/DC on 
their current road junket can attest, 
the band’s high-voltage attitude has 
characterized every show they've 
played.

Brian Johnson: “Things haven't been this exciting with AC/DC since |! 


Fire with established favorites, each 
night the band has put on a two- 
hour rock spectacular that has 
drained both the group and the 

- audience with its intensity. While 
Johnson admitted that the road can 
get to be a grind after a few 
months, he quickly added that 
AC/DC's American tour has been 
anything but boring. 

“This has been the most exciting 
time of my life,” he said as he sat in 
his hotel room during a brief tour 
break. “I thought the audiences 
were ‘up’ last time we came over 
here, but this time it’s been just 
unbelievable. Evidently there’s been 
a whole revival of hard rock music 
in the States, and we're the 


beneficiaries of that. There’s a new 
audience out there, and when you 
combine them with the people 
who've been with us from the 
beginning you've really got 
something special.” 

One of the principal reasons for 
AC/DC’s rejuvenated attitude has 
been the addition of drummer 
Simon Wright, who Johnson 
described as “someone who's 
brought new blood into the group.” 
Wright's volcanic drum work has 
brought new life to the band’s 
classic repertoire, while adding 
extra power to the material from 
Flick Of The Switch. Wright's 


previous credits include a stint with 


the British power rock group Tytan,

and Johnson stated that AC/DC 
was “blown away” when they first 

4 heard him play. 
“We thought we had found the guy 
we wanted to replace Phil Rudd 
before we heard Simon,” he said. “It 
was virtually settled. We told that 
guy that unless someone came in 
and was just incredible, the job was 
his. As it turned out, the very next 
day Simon came by and satin ona 
rehearsal. He was absolutely 
unbelievable! We knew that we had 
to have him in the band. He has so 
much passion in his playing that 
he’s given us all a kick in the pants. 
Especially on stage, he doesn't give 
us any opportunity to take it easy. 
He’s always there pushing us on.” 
To Wright, the opportunity to play 
with AC/DC is “a dream come true.” 
While he admitted to never 


seriously thinking he would get the » 


job, he quickly jumped at the 
chance once the offer was 
extended. ‘I’ve been following 
AC/DC for a long time,” the stick- 


wielder said. “They've always been — 
idols of mine. | still have to pinch 
myself every night when | go on 


stage and see Angus and Malcolm 


' standing in front of me. Sometimes 


| think I’ve just gone straight to rock 
and roll heaven. | get so excited 


that | have to consciously try to 
- slow down or I'll just start playing | 
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too fast.” 

One of the highlights of AC/DC's 
road sojourn was to have been their 
shows with Ozzy Osbourne. 
Unfortunately, the twelve proposed 
dates had to be cancelled due to 
Ozzy's recording schedule, as well 
as the birth of his new daughter. “| 
love Ozzy, and working with him 
would have been so much fun,” 
Brian Johnson said. “| had first 
mentioned the idea of us playing 
together last winter, and at the time 
he loved the concept of a couple of 
major bands giving the fans their 
money’s worth. Then for a while it 
looked like it wouldn't come off 
because of some delays we had in 
finishing up our album. Then, just 
when things looked promising, he 
had some things pop up. That really 
put an end to the idea. | really hope 
we'll get the chance to tour together 
in the near future.” 

Osbourne shares Johnson's 
enthusiasm about working together, 
stating, “It would have been fucking 
fabulous to go on stage in front of 
thousands of fans and know that 


they were going to have the time of 


their lives hearing AC/DC and us. 
We both always play as hard as we 
can, and with us the fans always 
come first.” 

The success of AC/DC’s American 
tour has surprised some within the 


rock community who saw the 
emergence of bands such as Def 
Leppard and Iron Maiden signaling 
the end of AC/DC's reign as rock's — 
premier metal band. But, as they’ve 
done throughout their decade-long 


career, just when people were 


prepared to write them off, AC/DC — 
came back with a vengeance. With — 


Flick Of The Switch sailing tothe — 


top of the charts, and the tour — 
selling out in virtually every stop, 
the band proved once and for all - 
that they possess a timeless quality 
that’s reserved only for the greatest 
rock and roll bands. 

“Of course the response we've 
received has been rewarding,” 
Johnson said. “When you've been 
away for a few years you begin to 
wonder if, in fact, the fans are still 
there waiting for you to record and 
tour. No matter how successful 
you've been in the past, there’s a 
degree of insecurity involved with 
the rock and roll business. It’s a 
very quick-changing form, and very 
few bands can be successful for a 
long period of time. That's why we 
consider ourselves so lucky — we're 
one of the groups that’s managed to 
do it. We’re so thankful for our fans’ 
continued support — they're the 
ones that keep us going. The fans 
are our primary motivation. 

“We knew that Flick Of The Switch 
was a strong album, but we really 
weren't sure how well it would be 
received,” he continued. “When we 
were recording it, we had a feeling 
that it was going to be one of our 
best, but you really never know 
until it comes out and the fans react 


to it. Thankfully, their response has 


confirmed our first impressions. It 
just goes to show that good, simple 
rock and roll will always have a 
place in everyone’s heart.” 

With Flick Of The Switch already 
passing the million sales 
plateau, it seems certain that 
AC/DC will never lose their touch 
for creating “good, simple rock and 
roll.” On such tracks as Guns For 
Hire and Badlands, the volcanic 
guitar riffs of Angus and Malcolm 
Young, along with the pounding 
bass lines of Cliff Williams, have 
given AC/DC a rock-solid musical 
foundation that few other bands can 
match, As Angus pointed out, 
AC/DC's music may be simple, but 
it exhibits a raw energy that the 
years and the success have failed to. 
dissipate. 

“Playing rock and roll is still as 
exciting for us today as it was when 
we first started,” the diminutive 


guitar demon said. “I still get a thrill 


out of going into the studio and 
coming up with exciting new riffs. 


At one time | thought | might grow — a 
out of enjoying the guitar aftera 
certain point in my life, but now! 


realize that | was crazy to think that. 
Now I’m convinced that we'll just 
keep rockin’ forever."0

al ock and roll has always been 
dominated by “overnight 
sensations” — bands like Fastway 
or Def Leppard who shoot to the 
top of the charts after only a short 
existence. In sharp contrast to 
those acts, however, are groups like 
Axe, who have paid their dues for 
over a decade before receiving their 
share of recognition. 

“We always believed in the music 
we were playing,” the band’s 
vocalist/songwriter/guitarist Bobby 
Barth said as he lounged around his 
Florida home. “But there were times 
when we Said to ourselves, ‘Shit, 
this just ain’t gonna work out.’ We'd 
go our separate ways for a few 
months, but we always found 
ourselves coming back together. 
The lure of the music was 
something that we couldn't live 
without.” 

Axe’s dedication was rewarded 
last year when their third album, 
Deliverance, rocketed up the sales 
charts while producing a song, 
Rock and Roll Party In The Streets, 
which became one of the year’s top 
radio anthems. Not satisfied to rest 
on their laurels though, Barth, bassist 
Wayne Haner, drummer Ted Mueller 
guitarist Michael Osborne and 
keyboardist Edgar Riley, Jr. 
immediately went to work on their 
latest vinyl venture, Nemesis, which 
Barth feels, “is more expansive than 
the last record — but just as good. 

“Nemesis is a different type of 
album,” he added. “Some songs are 
heavier than anything we’ve done 
before, while other things are more 
melodic. On the last album we had 
one song, Rock and Roll Party, that 
got virtually all of the radio airplay. 
On this album there are three or 
four songs that can get that kind of 
airplay. We really work hard on our 
albums. We had written 35 songs 
for this record, and we actually 
recorded and mastered 18 of them. 
That way we knew we could really 
have a selection of material to 
choose from. It’s the best way to 
make sure you’re going to make an 
album that you’re going to be 
satisfied with.”

One of the most interesting songs 
appearing on Nemesis is Axe’s 
heavyweight cover of the old Edgar 
Winter favorite, Keep Playing That 
Rock and Roll. For a band that 
obviously has an overabundance of 
original tunes, one may wonder why 
they would choose to record a song 
that has already enjoyed a degree 
of notoriety. 


“We had played that song a 
million times in clubs,” Barth 
explained. “We'd always loved it, and 
it seemed to fit into the overall 
concept of the album so well. In 
fact, we had hoped to get Edgar 
Winter to come down and lay a sax 
solo on the cut. He’s an 
unbelievable sax player, and we had 
contacted his people about doing it, 
but due to some scheduling 
problems he wasn’t able to. But it’s 
still a killer cut — it has that rough- 
edged quality that typifies the Axe 
sound.” 


As Barth indicated, a “rough 
edge” seems to dominate 
everything that Axe does. From 
their scruffy stage image to their 
balls-to-the-walls sound, Axe

typifies everything a rock and roll 
band should be. “We’re not an 
image band, that’s for sure,” Barth 
said. “People say that our jeans are 
too dirty, or our hair is too long, but 
we’re a rock and roll band —that’s 
the way it’s supposed to be. We 
don't sing about wearing leather 
and riding bikes, we do it! We all 
have Harleys, which we ride 
everywhere we go. It’s part of who 
we are.” 

Now that Nemesis has helped 
solidify Axe’s position in the rock 
world, the band has once again 
taken to the road for a nine-month 
tour that Barth hopes “will break 
this band in a big way. We’re at our 
best on stage. We let loose and the 
album material really comes alive. 
The last time we went on tour we 
stayed out for about four months 
and that just wasn’t long enough. 
We feel that once people get the 
chance to see us on stage, they'll 
be hooked. Our music is very 
addictive. Once you’ve heard it, you 
can’t get enough. We’ve paid our 
dues in this business.” he said with 
a grin. “Now we’re out to collect our 
rewards.”0

he way it is with Manowar is the 
way we want it: you either totally love us or 
totally hate us,” proclaims bassist Joey DeMaio 
in behalf of fellow Manowar members guitarist 
Ross the Boss, vocalist Eric Adams and drummer 
Scott Columbus. 

Perhaps more than anybody, Manowar’'s 
original record label, EMl-America hates the 
band most, dropping the group a few months 
after their debut Battle Hymns, was released. 
And although Manowar's second release, Into 
Glory Ride, is on a small, independent label 
(MegaForce), DeMaio is not displeased. “No one 
could have done worse than EMI did,” he says. 
“They didn’t understand heavy metal because 
they're used to selling country music. They 
couldn't deal with the fact that Manowar wasn't 
getting radio airplay. In fact, EMI told us our 
music was too heavy for even the heavy metal- 
oriented stations in the U.S. They also didn't 
realize that metal has to be broken on the road, 
so they didn't spend the money to keep us on 
tour. But | don’t believe a band needs to be ona 
major label to be a major act — you need major 
talent. And that we have in abundance, which is 
why we'll make it big sooner or later.’ 

DeMaio may be right. For a style of rock as 
cliche-infested as heavy metal, Manowar 
demonstrate surprising uniqueness. For one, this 
New York-based band does not write about the 
quick sex, womanizing and non-stop partying 
charades favored by most metal bands; they 
prefer lyrics that are all-encompassing.

Rockford Rockers Rally with 
Next Position Please.

Another Cheap Trick show had drawn to a close. Ninety 
minutes of hard rockin’ fun had left 20,000 fans on their feet 
begging for more. As the band headed for the security of their 
back-stage dressing room, vocalist Robin Zander was 
confronted by two comely young lasses dressed in identical 
“We Love Robin” T-shirts. As the blond vocalist slowed down 
to admire the view, the two well-endowed ladies lifted their 
shirts to reveal an additional message that had been painted on 
strategic parts of their anatomy. “We Want To Take You 
Home,” the message read, causing Zander to burst out 
laughing just as a Cheap Trick security officer came by to 
hustle Robin back to the changing room. 


“Our fans are unbelievable,” the 
diminutive front-man gasped as he 
relaxed a few minutes later. 
“People like that reinforce your faith 
in human nature. They give you 
the desire to keep on going after all 
these years,” he laughed. “It’s nice 
to know that we’re still loved.” 

Few bands have enjoyed a more 
loving relationship with their fans 
than Cheap Trick. Throughout their 
eight year career, this Illinois based 
quartet has developed a fanatical 
following who view the Tricksters’ 
unique brand of power pop as a 
near-perfect expression of rock’s 
inherent energy and excitement. 
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With the success of the group’s 
latest aloum, Next Position Please, 
Zander, guitarist Rick Nielsen, 
drummer Bun E. Carlos and bassist 
Jon Brant have accomplished the 
difficult task of appeasing their 
longtime followers while showing 
their detractors that the band 
remains a vital force on the rock 
scene. 

“We enjoyed making this 
album,’zany Rick Nielsen said as he 
carefully adjusted his ever-present 
baseball cap. “We always go into 
the studio with the idea of having 
fun, and making music that the 
people will have fun listening to.

Some people have said that this is a 
very important album for us 
because the last few haven't sold as 
many as some of our earlier ones. 
But we like to think that every 
album we do is an important one.” 

Yet, despite Nielsen’s denials that 
Next Position Please is “just 
another album,” few knowledgeable 
rock fans can deny that Cheap 
Trick has fallen from the lofty perch 
they enjoyed following the chart- | 
topping success of 1979’s Live at 
Budokan. While their albums still go 
“gold,” the days of multi-platinum 
may now be a thing of the past. 
Zander feels that he may have an 
answer for the group’s inexplicable 
decline. 

“The live album was something of. 
a freak,” he said. “It just happened 
to come along when there was 
nobody else making the kind of 
music we were playing — or at least 
they weren't playing it as well. We 
started out as something of a cult 
group, and what's happened is that 
we've returned to that cult 
following. All | can say is that it’s a 
very large cult. | can guarantee you 
that we don’t go into the studio 
saying to each other, ‘How can we 
sell a million albums.’ Of course 
we'd love to do that every time, but all 
we try to do is make the best music we 
can.” 

“We're not a trendy band,” Rick. 
Nielsen added. “I’m not about to 
start wearing makeup and billing 


myself as ‘Boy Rick’. That’s not us 
— we have our own style that we’re 
very happy with. Other groups may 
take some newer elements into their 
music and try to stay as trendy as 
possible hoping to get a larger 
audience. We wouldn't feel 
comfortable doing that. We prefer 
‘to just do what we do best, and 
hope that a lot of people like it.” 

Next Position Please was 
produced by Todd Rundgren at his 
Utopia Sound Studios in upstate 
New York. While the Rundgren — 
Cheap Trick partnership first 
surprised some within the rock 
community, Todd’s understanding 
of the pop/rock form, as well as his 
unquestioned production skills, 
served to bring the best out of the 
band. On such songs as 3-D, 
Borderline, and Rundgren’s own 
Heaven's Falling, Nielsen’s frantic 
guitar stylings and Zander’s full- 
throated vocals have been nurtured 
and strengthened by Todd’s 
sympathetic hand. 

“Todd was great to work with,” 
Nielsen said. “I’ve known him for 
about fifteen years. In fact, two of 
the musicians who played with 
Todd in the Nazz were guys | 
played with in a band that was 
called Sick Man of Europe. That 
was before Cheap Trick. We lost 
touch for awhile but we’d meet from 
time to time at shows or parties and 
there always was interest for us to 
work together. When we got a call 
from Todd’s manager a few months 
back saying that he wanted to 
produce us, all | could think of 
saying was ‘why didn’t / think of 
that.’ 

“Working with Todd was a 
positive experience because he 
really understood what we were 
trying to do,” Rick added. “We've 
worked with a lot of excellent 
producers over the years, but Todd 
was the first one who could really 
explain to us what he liked, or 

- didn’t like, about a particular track. | 
guess that’s because he’s a 
musician himself. He also knows 
exactly what we’re trying to achieve 
on a particular song. If, for 
instance, we’re trying to geta 
particular guitar or drum sound, 
Todd knows how to electronically 
enhance things so they sound 
exactly the way you want ’em. That 
saves an awful lot of time.” 
Cheap Trick’s latest vinyl venture 
also marks the debut of bassist 
Jon Brant, who insists that he’s out 
to break the band’s “revolving door” 
bassist policy. In‘the wake of the 
departures of both original bass 
man Tom Petersson, and his 
replacement Pete Comita, Brant 
knew that his job would be to add a 
degree of stability to the band — as 
well as contribute some inventive 
bass licks. 

“It was exciting going into the 
studio with the band,” Brant said. “l 


was lucky in that I’ve been in the 
group for over a year, and | feel 
very comfortable with my position. 
It wasn’t like | was stepping in and 
then going right into record — that 
would have been tough. Being able 
to go on the road and get familiar 
with all the old stuff made my joba 
lot easier.” 

With the success of Next Position 
Please, the Tricksters have begun 
their latest world tour, intergrating 
much of their new material into a 
set that still includes such vintage 
classics as Surrender and | Want 
You To Want Me. While the band no 
longer is able to pack the biggest

ballparks night in and night out, 
their loyal following still manages to 
make every performance a 
memorable one. 

“It’s funny to look out and see 
faces of kids who probably weren't 
even born when | got into this 
business,” Nielsen said with a 
laugh. “It makes me feel so old. 
Actually, it makes me feel very good 
because it means that we’re 
bringing in a new audience while, 
hopefully, we’re holding on to the 
older ones. The fans are really 
great. The way they make us feel, 
maybe we'll just keep on rocking 
forever.”0

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Scorpions’ 
Rudolph Schenker

he Schenker household in Han- 

over, West Germany, was a 

musical hotbed when oldest 
son, Rudolph, Scorpions’ rhythm 
guitarist, was growing up. “Music was 
my first love,” expresses the 34-year- 
old Schenker with just a slight Ger- 
man accent. “When | was five or six 
years old, | heard music and couldn't 
get it out of my mind.” 

With his mother playing piano and 
his father violin, the sounds of class- 
ical music filtered throughout the 
household. But when Rudolph heard 
Elvis Presley, Little Richard and later 
the Rolling Stones, Beatles, Yardbirds 
and Pretty Things, rock and roll was 
the only genre of music on his mind. 

“| learned guitar by myself,” he 
reminisces with a broad smile. “l 
never had a teacher. | first played an 
acoustic guitar. Later, | bought a 
pickup and put it on the acoustic. The 
first time | played it at home, my 
parents said it was too loud. Some- 
times the neighbors would knock on 
the door and say to make it lower. 
When | started to play in a band, my 
parents said, .‘good.’ My father likes 
me being a musician.” 

Rudolph is, of course, the older 
brother of Michael Schenker, who 
was also a founding member of the 
Scorpions before he left to join UFO 
and later form the Michael Schenker 
Group. “I taught Michael how to play 
the guitar,” Rudy says. “We were both 
listening to music very early. | was 
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thinking that | don’t like to only listen 
to music; | would like to make music 
by myself. | was playing alone, and | 
said to my brother, ‘I don’t like to play 
alone, what do you think about play- 
ing guitar with me?” 

Proving that sometimes brother- 
hood is more important than compe- 
titiveness, Rudolph suggested “you 
play lead guitar and I'll play rhythm 
guitar. We tried to find the melody to 
the Shadows’ F.B./. (1961), and then 
we started playing together.” 

However, Michael, who is six years 
younger than Rudolph, was too young 
to join his brother’s first band. “Il was 
16 at the time,” recalls Rudolph, “and 
Michael was 10. In 1966, | formed the 
Scorpions with friends from Hanover. 
We played in some of the local clubs, 
and | remember my brother coming to 
see us with my father, and asking ifhe 
could play with us. He was just a little 
10-year-old guy playing with the 
Scorpions. We did a session with him 
and everybody said, ‘this young guy 
can play so good!” 

By the time the Scorpions recorded 
their first album Lonesome Crow in 
1972 Michael was the lead guitarist in 
the band with his brother playing 
rhythm. Still, brotherhood was the 
only thing on Rudolph’s mind. 
“Michael was playing aLes Paul and | 
was playing my Flying-V,” he says. 
“But his guitar was broken so he 
borrowed mine. He said, ‘Hey, this 
guitar is so good. Can we switch? 
You get the Les Paul and | get the 
Flying-V.’ | said, ‘why not?’ He’s my 
brother. He was playing lead, and |

told him that if he liked my guitar so 
much, we’d change.” 

Rudolph is a Flying-V freak; he has 
18 of them, including two originals. 
But Rudolph was very willing to make 
the sacrifice for the good of the band. 
“At the time,” he maintains, “I! didn’t 
like to play with two Flying-Vs in the 


-same band.” Rudolph played a Les 


Paul until Michael deserted the 
mothership for UFO. Then he went 
out and bought a new Flying-V. 

Rudolph considers his brother to 
be the king of heavy metal guitar, 
since Michael plays “very hard, pre- 
cise and melodic. He puts together 
his feeling and technique. | also like 
Eddie Van Halen because he has 
created new harmonic things andisa 
very rhythmic guitar player. He has 
fantastic technique!” 

Heavy metal music is Rudolph’s 
main love, although he hates the term. 
“Look back at our first album,” he 
pleads, “we haven’t changed our 
music much — maybe just a little bit. 
When we started, we played rock. 
Now they’re saying we play heavy 
metal. The music is the same; the 
terminology has changed.” 

And now there are two more 
Schenkers on the musical horizon. 
Rudolph’s 26-year-old sister Barbara 
plays synthesizer and keyboards in 
Viva, who have three albums released 
overseas. And Rudolph’s 13-year-old 
son Marcel plays drums. Rudolph 
guesses that he doesn’t play guitar 
because he doesn’t want to be com- 
pared to his famous father and 
uncle.O

Flying-V Master Reveals The Trials And 
Tribulations Of His Life.

0 some he’s the ultimate guitar 
god, capable of mesmerizing audi- 

; ences with his spellbinding Fly- 
ing-V virtuosity. To. others he’s an enigma — 
an unpredictable casualty of the hectic rock 
and roll lifestyle. At the ripe old age of 28, it 
seems that Michael Schenker has given new 
meaning to the term “living on the edge.” 

“| have lived what you could call an 
unusual life,” the blond Teutonic Terror 
revealed. ‘| had problems with drinking at a 
very early age — when | was barely a 
teenager — and that proved to be a problem 
for a long time. | was in successful bands like 
Scorpions by then, and, when | was only 17, | 
was in UFO. | was the only German in that 
band, and | had a great deal of difficulty 


communicating. Of course the other members 
didn't help matters — they weren't the most 
understanding lot in the world. Because of my 
inability to deal with them, | turned to drugs 
and alcohol — | ended up in the insane 
asylum by the time | was 20.” 

While Schenker's sudden departure from 
UFO at the height of that band’s success 
spurred an incredible amount of speculation 
(one story had him joining the Moonies), 
Michael knew that in order to survive he 
would need to get away from rock and roll, at 
least for a while. ‘‘l took all my guitars, my 
beloved Flying-Vs, and smashed them into a 
million pieces,’ Michael said stoically. “It was 
almost like | was purging myself of my 
troubles. | went through a very difficult 
period. | was still dependent on drugs, | was 
bankrupt and | had no desire to do the one 
thing | loved most in life — play my guitar.” 


Luckily, with the help of his brother Rudy, 
Michael slowly began to recover and get both 
his personal and musical life in shape. For a 
while he considered rejoining Scorpions, the 
band that he had originally formed with Rudy 
in the early ‘70s. He journeyed into the studio 
with the band to record Lovedrive, but after a 
few weeks he realized that his future would 
have to be with his own group. 

“Everyone in Scorpions was incredibly 
understanding and patient with me,’ Michael 
remembered. ‘But the fact of the matter is 
that | was not in top form, to say the least. | 
had improved a great deal from where | had 
been earlier in the year, but | was still not 
able to contribute as well as | would have 
liked. | had considered putting together my 
own band for a long time, and after | had 
done some of the Lovedrive sessions, the 
time seemed right.” 

Schenker’s first few solo efforts were 
marked by both his incredibly dynamic guitar 
stylings, and a constant change in personnel. 
The band was also unable to find a producer 
who was fully capable of capturing their 
sound on vinyl. “We've gone through quite a 
few producers, that's a fact,’ Schenker 
explained. ‘We had a rather disastrous result 
with Ron Nevison on our second album. Roger 
with Ron Nevison on our second album. Roger 
rather good, but his schedule became 
increasingly busy with Rainbow, and we 
became far from his first priority. That's why 
we decided to produce ourselves this time. 

“The situation with the band members is 
something else,” Michael continued. ‘The 
changes occurred because of either their 
insecurities or mine. | don’t believe in 
pointing fingers — that accomplishes nothing. 
Hopefully, all the run-ins and fights are a 
thing of the past.” 

Perhaps the most notorious of Schenker's 
“run-ins” occurred last year with vocalist Gary 
Barden, who had been with the Michael 
Schenker Group since its formation. The 
result of this interaction saw Barden leaving 
the band, temporarily, in favor of former 
Rainbow singer Graham Bonnet. The Bonnet- 
Schenker partnership proved to be brief and 
disappointing, with the album Assault Attack 
making little impression on the American rock 
market. Then, following a near-disastrous 
appearance at last year's Reading Festival — 
when Bonnet walked out only hours before 
the scheduled gig — Barden was recalled, as 
Schenker stated “this time forever.” 

The newly revitalized lineup, which also 
includes drummer Ted McKenna, bassist Chris 
Glen and keyboardist Andy Nye, quickly set to 
work on Built To Destroy, the strongest 
album Schenker has produced in years. On 
such tracks as Wa/k The Stage, it seems that 
Michael may have at last found the sound 
that will bring him the recognition that is long 
overdue. 

“This is an exciting record,” he said. “Now 
we want to come to America and play. We 
fear the fans there have forgotten about us. 
We want to show them that we're stronger 
than ever.”"O

There's no parole from rock and roll. That's 
the word from the members of a new Los 
Angeles-based heavy metal band, Alcatrazz. 
Although the group has been freshly put 
together, and has not had to work their way 
up through the local club circuit, Alcatrazz 
reportedly signed a big-money record contract 
because of their lineup. 

Alcatrazz is fronted by Graham Bonnet, the 
35-year-old vocalist whose previous credits 
include stints with Ritchie Blackmore's 
Rainbow and the Michael Schenker Group. 
Alcatrazz also has in custody an arresting 20- 
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year-old guitarist from Sweden, Yngwie 
Malmsteen, who had previously drawn critical 
raves while doing time in another L.A. metal 
band, Steeler. Keyboardist Jimmy Waldo and 
bassist Gary Shea, both of whom used to play 
in the pop band New England, and drummer 
Jan Uvena round out the outfit. 

Other name musicians like Zal Cleminson, 
formerly of Nazareth, Aynsley Dunbar, once a 
member of Journey and ex-lron Maiden 
member Clive Burr, were among the people 
considered for the band at one time or 
another. 

“We thought along the lines of getting a 
Supergroup together but after listening back 
to the tapes of the rehearsals, we realized 
some of those people didn't fit the bill quite 


the way we thought they would,’ Bonnet 
explained from his home in the woods of 
southern California. “Clive didn't seem to 
work well during rehearsals. | don’t know if it 
was due to jet lag or what. He seemed very 
tired. It wasn’t anything personal.” 

If anything, it's Bonnet that will carry the 
band for a while, at least until the public 
becomes aware of Alcatrazz as a group. 
Bonnet's screaming vocals are already familiar 
to rock fans via Rainbow's Down To Earth LP 
and the Michael Schenker Group's Assault 
Attack. 

“| was with Rainbow a couple of years and 
then | left,” he said. “We did the gig at 
Castle Donnington, a big outdoor festival, 
which was the last gig Cozy Powell did. After 
Cozy left the band, it wasn't the same 
anymore because we're very close friends. A 
lot of the fun went out of it. It just became a 
job, and it seemed we were doing the same 
music over and over again, but slightly 
rehashed. It just seemed boring. We were 
rehearsing new songs in Copenhagen, and | 
wasn't very pleased about being there. Lots of 
little things put me off to the whole Rainbow 
thing and | left.’ 

Bonnet then did as a solo album, Line Up, 
which was never released in the United 
States. The LP featured Cozy Powell on 
drums, Russ Ballard on guitar and 
Whitesnake’s keyboardist Jon.Lord and 
guitarist Micky Moody among the all-star cast. 
Line Up featured a cover of the Kinks’ Set 
Me Free and several songs by Ballard, who'd 
written Rainbow's Since You've Been Gone 
and / Surrender, and several other well known 
rock songs. Cozy then asked Bonnet to join 
the Michael Schenker Group. 

“Once again, Cozy left the band,” Bonnet 
recalled. ‘He'd had a big fight with Michael 
and he'd had enough. Michael got Ted 
McKenna from Rory Gallagher's band and the 
rehearsals went on. | got bored. 

“The warmup gig with MSG was a disaster. 
| feft it was unimportant. | spent the day with 
the roadies and | got terribly drunk. | fucked 
up; | was shit-faced. My fly went, | wasn't 
wearing underpants and something fell out. | 
had to walk off stage. The audience went a 
bit crazy. | had to be smuggled back to the 
hotel. 

“The next day, | found the band had left 
me at the hotel with just two pounds. The 
band fired me because the manager thought | 


~ couldn't do the next gig, which was 


headlining the Reading Festival. | took the 
train to England. | was really upset. | was 
crying. | loved the band and | admire Michael 
a lot.” 

Alcatrazz’s No Parole From Rock And Roll 
marks the return of Bonnet to the music 
scene, and the first real opportunity for 
Americans to see guitar wiz Yngwie 
Malmsteen. But while Bonnet rejected the 
idea of retiring from the life of rock and roll, 
he was recently smacked in the face with the 
pie of reality. He’s now the father of newborn 
twins, Aaron and Keeley, whom he admits 
have already changed his lifestyle. With two 
more mouths to feed, he says he’s definitely 
going all out to give rock fans the music 
they've been waiting to hear.O

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Dokken 


“This is the realization of a dream,” vocalist Don Dokken said 
about the release of his band’s debut album, Breaking The Chains. 
“The album had been out in Europe for quite a while, and our 
tapes had been with American record companies for what seemed 
like ages. There were times when | thought we'd never get signed 
in this country.” 

As shown on such songs as Wightrider, Paris Is Burning and the 
title track, Dokken had little reason to worry about his music 
catching the attention of state-side record companies. With a 
sound that features the power house riffing of guitarist George 
Lynch, the pounding rhythms of bassist Jeff Pilson and drummer 
Mick Brown in addition to Dokken’s kinetic crooning, the band’s 
metal style is tailor made for today’s hard rock resurgence. 

Formed a few years back in Los Angeles, the band went through 
a number of roster changes before settling on their present lineup. 
Dokken himself kept busy while waiting for his band to be signed 
by recording in Germany with the Scorpions. “l appeared on a 
couple of cuts on the Blackout album,” he said. “Klaus (Meine) 
was having some vocal troubles, and they were kind enough to ask 
me to come in and sing on some backing tracks. It was a great 
experience.” 


Bodine 


“This album is made to be played loud,’ claims the jacket of 
Bodine’s debut American LP, Bold As Brass. “Never mind the 
neighbors. Buy them a copy too.” 

Jay Van Feggelan had been recording in England with a 
pop/rock band when he noted the end of the punk era and the 
revival of heavy metal. Convinced that what could be done in 
England should also be possible in Holland, the singer headed 
home in 1978 to form Bodine, and a self-titled debut album was 
released in the Netherlands. 

Ultimately, the group decided to move towards a more guitar- 
dominated metal sound, and Feggelan was replaced by vocalist 
Madman Axel and second guitarist Iron Anthony. The band is filled 
out by guitarist Rheno Xeros, bassist Armand van der Hoff and 
drummer Gerard Haitsma. Bodine now joins the ranks of the few 
international rock bands to come out of the Netherlands.

As if we hadn't heard enough from the Brits, yet another young 
group of heavy metal thrashers, Raven, is attempting to win the 
hearts and ears of Americans. In 1975, brothers Mark (lead guitar) 
and John Gallagher (lead vocals, bass) led a quartet through the 
club circuit in their home territory in the Northeast of England. Five 
years later, the band’s lineup was revamped, and Rob “Wacko” 
Hunter joined as the drummer to form a power trio. 

In 1981, Raven released their first album in Great Britain, Rock 
Until You Drop, which featured 14 fast and furious numbers. A 
second album, Wiped Out, followed, but it wasn't until this year's . 
All For One that Raven found United States distribution. All For 
One was co-produced by Udo Dirkschneider, vocalist of the German 
heavy metal band Accept.

Legendary Trio Complete New Album And Prepare 
For International Tour. 


eddy Lee looked as though 

he’d just pitched nine in- 

nings of his beloved base- 

ball. Rush was nearing the 
end of a major European tour when 
we caught up with the band in the 
cavernous bowels of Wembley 
Arena, the London venue reserved 
for the upper echelons of the rock 
heirarchy. 

It is a measure of Lee’s class and 
dedication to his craft that at the 
gig’s conclusion he found time for 
serious discussions on the choice 
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of producer for the next Rush opus, 
another lengthy interview with yet 
another rock scribe, and then a chat 
with a couple of young Canuck fans 
who had crossed the Atlantic just 
for this chance to rub shoulders 
with their heroes. 

Selling out Wembley for four 
straight nights is reason enough for 
anyone to wear a smug, self- 
satisfied smile, but Geddy Lee’s 
mind was already on the next 
album, scheduled for early 1984 
release. 

“All we're doing is thinking about 
the next project! We’re still trying to 


sort out what we want to do. 
Signals was a transitional album for 
us. We were groping in the dark. It 
was about expanding the horizons 
of the band and the sound, and the 
next album will be a little closer to 
what we were really pointing to on 
Signals.” 

It is this penchant for 
progression, this commitment to 
change, that sets Rush apart from 
the heavy-metal mainstream, and 
the new album should further sever 
any ties to that genre. Most bands 
that have survived a decade in the 
crazy rock and roll zoo are content 


to crank out facsimiles of the sound 
that brought them success, but 
Rush is made of sterner stuff. 

“We've never made a blueprint,” 
claimed Geddy. “We really don’t 
know what the next album will 
sound like until we’ve gone in and 
written the material. We write the 
material and whatever comes out 
dictates what the sound of the next 
LP will be. We try for it to be very 
natural. We lock ourselves up and 
see what comes out. It’s a natural 
evolution.” 

‘Locking ourselves up’ in Rush’s 
case means taking off to the Great 
White (cottage country) North near 
their Toronto homes where they 
can write and rehearse without the 
distractions of city life. Easier to 
play baseball up there too! Next 
stop is Montreal’s famed Le Studio, 
but at presstime the identity of the 
new Rush producer was still 
unknown. Initial reports had 
mentioned English studio whiz-kid 
Steve Lillywhite (XTC, Joan 
Armatrading, U2), but that didn’t 
work out. The fact that he was even 
considered indicates that the more 
adventurous, contemporary sound 
permeating Signals is to be 
continued. 

Going back into the studio is an 
annual ritual for Rush now, and it 
no longer fills Geddy Lee with 
dread. “I’ve been worried that the 
creative juices will dry up ever since 
| wrote my first song. | thought 
then, ‘That's it! That'll be the last 
thing | write!’ But you get 
confidence as you go along. We 
know we can goin and write a 
record. We don't know how good 
it's going to be, but we know 
something is going to emerge 
because we've done it 10 times 
before. 

“It's not until it’s all said and done 
that you can look back and see how 
good it is. That's a drawback in 
being part of a band. You're really 
excited when you go into a studio, 
but by the time you've finished, you 
don't know what you've done 
anymore. It’s not until six months 
later that you can really hear a 
record.” 


Looking back, Lee admitted to 
mixed feelings about Signals, an 
album that did indeed signal a 
changing Rush sound, even 
producing a once unthinkable by- 
product, a hit single, New World 
Man. “| was very positive about the 
direction of Signals, but | wasn’t 
sure if we hit the mark because it 
was new, and we were putting 
ourselves into a different area. Now, 
with this much time gone by, | think 
there are moments when we got 
what we wanted, and others where 
we obviously were in a transitory 
state.” 

Only once did Rush ever feel 
completely satisfied with an album. 
“When we did Caress Of Steel, we 


thought it was the most wonderful 
record anyone could ever make, but 
it was our least successful. It was 
our third, and, after a few months, 
listening back we all thought ‘what 
a weird record,’ and it was! 

“It was another transitory record, 
with lots of experimentation, just 
like Signals. After Caress Of Steel 
we did 2112, which was a very solid, 
positive record. We were very 
pleased with it, but | don’t think we 
could have made it without the 
album before. All those steps are 
necessary to help you arrive at a 
certain point. The way our band 
works is like that; we go through 
phases of experimenting, then 
locking in on something.” 

For Lee, listening to the early 
Rush albums is “like looking at your 
drawings from Grade 6; you can 
appreciate where you were at the 
time, but you also see the naivete.” 

The members. of Rush have talked 
for some time about making records 
outside of the band. Nothing 
concrete has yet emerged, but the 
desire remains. “Being in the same 
band for so long, you miss out on 
the education of playing with 
others. | would like to make a 
record with a bunch of people. Not 
a ‘Geddy Lee Solo Record’ — just 
another record with different 
musicians. The reason we've never 
had a major urge to get something

out on a solo record is that we're 
not frustrated. Many bands feel they 
have to do solo LPs because a lot 
of their ideas aren’t being used. 
They feel their own identity is being 
swallowed up by the band, but we 
feel our identity is the band!” 

Despite a Rush work schedule 
that would have weaker souls 
reaching for the Valium or 
Benzedrine, Geddy Lee recently 
found time to produce the debut 
album of promising Toronto group 
Boys Brigade, a project he found 
stimulating. 

“Aside from the fact that | love 
the band and they're a great bunch 
of young musicians, the main 
reason for accepting the project 
was to put myself in a position I’m 
not expected to be in. | don’t want 
to be restricted or pigeonholed to 
producing just heavy rock groups.” 

The outside interests of individual 
Rush members should not be 
viewed as threats to the future of 
the band, simply because the three 
guys get along so well together, 
both personally and professionally. 
Still friendly after all these years, 
Geddy Lee described being in Rush 
as “more than being married. | 
spend more time with the guys in 
the band than with my wife. It’s 
ridiculous! The amazing thing is 
that we're still not sick of each 
other.’O

Lemmy: “1 cheat.”

reason,” Motorhead’s infamous Lemmy said as 

we approached a Qix video machine at New 
York’s Broadway Arcade. “Speaking from one game 
fanatic to another, you understand that. | like this 
machine because it captures my imagination. My 
favorites are Tempest, Qix, Asteroids and Battle Zone. | 
don’t play the new ones, or even most of the old ones. 
Starcastle, over there, for instance, is too prone to 
mistake.” 

Motorhead’s vocalist and bassist appeared to be quite 
a threatening foe. Looking like a hardcore biker about to 
rev up, he got change of $10 and started playing the Qix 
machine, a game where the players draw lines on the 
playingfield in an attempt to gain territory without 
getting hit by the machine’s Qix stick. Hit Parader took 
an immediate lead, however, and cleared the first play 
screen in the initial round. 

“You’re going to beat me at this one,” Lemmy agreed 
when it finally became his turn. He was quickly wiped 
out. “I thought he was going the other way,” he said in 
frustration, slamming the joystick. Although he ultimately 
made it to his third screen with his final turn at the

game, his strategy suffered and he collected low amounts 
of bonus points en route. Hit Parader won the Qix match 
27,000 to 19,000, and moved on to Lemmy’s main passion, 
Tempest. 

Tempest involves shooting at forms that emerge from 
the center of a series of geometric forms, while the 
player shoots from the form’s perimeter. A player can 
start out at screen levels from one to nine, and work his 
or her way through almost an infinite number of 
increasingly difficult screens. Lemmy said he’s gotten as 
far as the third yellow form. Feeling confident, both he 
and Hit Parader started at level nine. 

“1 cheat,” he warned as he began. From this moment 
on, he hardly muttered a sound. Despite the growing 
number of rock fans watching his maneuvers, he gave his 
complete attention to the game. Nevertheless, he won 
the first game by a very slim margin, with both sides 
getting their initials on the machine’s “high scores of the 
day” display ranking. Immediately, two more quarters 
went into the chute; players can pick up the new game 
at the level the previous game ended on if the quarters 
are inserted quickly enough. 

We eventually left Lemmy at the game. No words 
could persuade him to leave the arcade. For all we know, 
he might still be at the Tempest machine at the 
Broadway Arcade.O 
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First, they revolutionized the bass 
guitar.

It’s a dead ringer for the Steinberger 
bass: black, barely-there body, no 
headstock; the ultimate in sleek 
futurism. 

Like the Steinberger bass, the

guitar boasts not only a uniquely 
compact look, but an unprecedented 
balanced feel when worn, and unbe- 
lievable sustain when played. Since 
the guitar’s body is lightweight, and 
since there is no headstock, like the 
bass it feels like you hardly even have 
it on. This helps over the long run of 
extended sessions or gigs as far as 


The Steinberger guitar: expensive, but worth the price. 
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reducing the player’s fatigue, as well 
as making stage movement easier. 

As light as the body is, it’s also 
super-dense, made like the bass from 
a blend of epoxy and synthetic fibers 
like Kevlar (used in bulletproof vests, 
that’s how dense it is!) — soit has as 
much natural sustain as a Les Paul. 

The crystal clarity of its standard 
EMG low-impedance pickups, com- 
bined with the sustain and brilliance 
the body material add, give the 
Steinberger a sound all its own. And 
between its superior balance, and the 
long-distance signal strength and 
purity of low-impedance pickups, the 
Steinberger seems tailor-made for 
wireless stage playing. 

Like the Steinberger bass, the 
guitar comes with a polyester gel coat 
impervious to moisture, temperature- 
changes and the impact of a two-ton 
truck. It also has ultra-line micro- 
meter tuning pegs protruding acces- 
sibly from the base of the body. For 
now, the guitar comes in a stock two- 
humbucking pickup model. Perhaps 
at some point Steinberger will bring 
out a model with the capacity for 
EMG’s three-pickup Stratocaster- 
style system. 

At any rate, you should check with 
Steinberger (629 Forest Ave., Staten 
Island, NY 10310), or your local dealer 
about the possibility of getting one 
with some of EMQ’s less-standard 
humbuckers, like the gnarly, razor- 
sharp “81” lead model or the sharp, 
penetrating Firebird-style single- 
coil humbucker “60” model. Maybe 
one day they'll even have a “‘coil- 
tapped” model. 

Anyway, the Steinberger guitar, 
like their bass, is one heck of an axe 
— and at a list price of $1,800, it 
ought to be. One warning, though: 
the lack of a headstock has proven to 
be as much of a hindrance as a boon 
to some guitarists I've seen trying it 
out in stores. Seems the design is so 
futuristic, some of these old-school- 
ers can't quite get used to the new 
feel: when doing low-fret hammer- 
ons and pull-offs, sometimes their 


| hands slide right off the neck, since 


there’s no headstock behind which to 
use the thumb as a fulcrum. 

Maybe the Steinberger is too in- 
novative; certainly, most guitarists 
do more low-fret things than most 
bassists, so perhaps Steinberger will 
introduce a sturdy but lightweight 
vestigial headstock to help guitarists 
make the change. Anyway, this isjust 
by way of making sure you give the 
Steinberger a thorough tryout before 
plunking down all that cash for it. 
But do check it out; like I sare it’s 
some guitar.0

There must be some people out there 
who still play harmonica, right? After all, 
heavy metal came from hard blues rock, 
and if the blues ain’t a harmonica, well 
then we give up.

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Creedence Clearwater Revival 


A Look Back At America’s Greatest Singles Band. 


I by Andy Secher 


n many ways, Creedence 
Clearwater Revival was the ultimate 
American rock and roll band. 
Blending such diverse structural 
elements as soul, pop and blues 
with an unerring rock sensibility, 
singer/songwriter/guitarist John 
Fogerty, guitarist Tom Fogerty, 
bassist Stu Cook and drummer 
Doug Clifford created a string of 
singles that remain shining 
examples of rock and roll at its very 
best. Between 1968 and 1973, 
Creedence cranked out such classic 
hits as Heard It Through The 
Grapevine, Proud Mary, Bad Moon 
Rising and Have You Ever Seen 
The Rain, which remain as vibrant 
today as when they were first 
recorded, over a decade ago. 

Formed in San Francisco, 
originally as Tommy Fogerty and 
the Blue Velvets, the band went 
through a series of incarnations 
before John Fogerty stepped to the 
fore and transformed Creedence 
into a veritable top-40 hit factory. 
Choosing to avoid the “psychedelic” 
stance that so many late-60s Bay 
Area bands preferred, Creedence, 
instead, chose to mine a richer 
musical vein — one that served as 
a smorgasbord of styles and 
sounds. Virtually free of musical 
restrictions, John Fogerty traversed 
a broad swath of terrain, 
mimicking the rockabilly of Elvis 
Presley on Born On the Bayou, 
while creating guitar “rave-ups” 
like Travelin’ Band. It wasa 
formula that reached legendary 
proportions on such albums as 
Green River and Bayou Country. 

“Working with John Fogerty was 
difficult at times,” Doug Clifford 
stated a few years back. “He knew 
what he wanted musically, and he 
was very demanding. I think if he 
didn’t feel he’d offend us, he’d have 
played all the instruments himself. 
But when things were going good, 
he was unstoppable. He's a true 
genius. He has a feel for music — a 
feel for rock and roll — that I don't 
think anyone else has matched.” 

Ironically, while much of the 
band’s fame came from depicting 
images of Bayou country — rides 
on river boat queens and pumpin’

pain down in New Orleans — 
Fogerty had been born and raised 
in San Francisco. It was his vivid 
imagination, and his inherent 
understanding of the rock form 
that allowed him to take his fans 
on a musical journey into the heart 
of the Mississippi River delta. 
Fogerty’s talents helped establish 
Creedence as the most successful 
American band of its era, selling 
over 15 million singles and albums 
in a little over four years. 

“John became obsessed with 
music for a few years,” Clifford 
recalled. “We'd take a five-minute 
break between rehearsals and he'd 
come back with a new song, and 
it would be great! I often got the 
feeling that John could have 
produced enough material to 
release an album a month if the 
record company had gone for it. He 
was incredibly prolific, but at the 
same time he was a perfectionist. 
He'd go over the same track again 
and again listening to hear 
something that only he could hear. 
That was one of the things that 
really put a lot of stress on the 
band.” 

One of the results of this stress 
was that Tom Fogerty quit the 
group at the height of their 
popularity, citing a personality 
clash with his brother as the 
reason for his departure. John’s 
intense attitude soon began taking 
Creedence farther and farther away 
from their pop roots, however, and

by the release of Pendulum, he was 
obviously attempting to expand the 
band’s singles-oriented stance. 
Unfortunately, these efforts failed to 
match the glory of earlier efforts, 
and by early 1972, it was apparent 
that CCR’s golden days were over. 

“Creedence unfortunately went 
out with a whimper instead of a 
bang,” Clifford said. “I don’t think 
any of us can put a finger on why it 
happened. Perhaps John had dried 
up a bit, perhaps we had all just 
grown tired of the grind — I don't 
know. But it was an incredible 
experience — a roller coaster that 
took us to the top and gave usa 
ride I'm sure none of us will ever 
forget.” 

Since the demise of Creedence, 
the former band members have 
attempted solo projects, with 
Fogerty’s, naturally, being the most 
interesting. Unfortunately, his 
output has been so spotty (only two 
albums, Blue Ridge Rangers and 
John Fogerty, have seen the light 
of day since the demise of CCR over 
a decade ago), that many new rock 
fans know of Fogerty as only a 
footnote in rock history. A listen to 
either solo disc, or a trip back to 
the Bayou with any Creedence 
single, however, will quickly re- 
establish Fogerty’s brilliance as 
perhaps the greatest American 
pop/rock songwriter. As Clifford 
stated, “Creedence was a band that- 
anyone can enjoy at any time. We 
were a band for all seasons.”0

“There’s no substitute for 
arrogance,” Joe Perry says, 
recalling the ultimate punk 
statement that adorned his second 
LP. The original rock outlaw is 
back and he’s rocking with a 
renewed vengeance. 

Perry continues to defy 
conventional music. industry 
wisdom, and plot his own course. 
He advises that “there are plenty of 
surprises on the third album (Once 
A Rocker, Always a Rocker),” which 
had a delayed release because of 
personnel changes, record 
company switching and general 
music business wrangling. Perry 
decided to produce Once A Rocker 
so that the LP “would come out the 
way | wanted it to.” 

The album features the 
rearranged Project, which includes 
Mach Bell on vocals, Danny 
Hargrove on bass, and Joe Pet on 
drums, percussion and vocals. 
Additional players were brought in 
for piano and horn parts. 

Perry is convinced that this album 
is the best he’s done, and he’s 
particularly happy with its variety, 
which runs from heavy rock and roll 
to funk. There are even some cover 
songs, including Bang A Gong, the 
old T. Rex rave, and Women in 
Chains, which is, despite its title, an 
62 


appeal for women’s rights. 

Most of the songs on Once A 
Rocker are Perry and Perry-Bell 
compositions. And the bulk of the 
material was written on the road, 
and was played in front of 
enthusiastic audiences long before 
the LP was recorded. “The album 
sounds underproduced, and is 
basically live,” notes Perry. 

Such hard-edged songs as Black 
Velvet Pants and King of the Kings 
carry the Joe Perry trademarks, 
crunching leads and snarling 
rhythm guitar work. On Black Velvet 
Pants, he succinctly remarks, “I like 
the way it sounds, | like how it 
feels.” Perry inimitably describes 
King of the Kings as “bone rattling 
rock and roll that approaches heavy 
metal.” Perry was confident that the 
album would do well when the title 
track was released in Boston as an 
unauthorized tape, and hit number 


-one on local radio play weeks 


before Once A Rocker even reached 
the stores. 

On the funk end, Perry serves up 
Four Guns West and Adriana, a 
song with “a little bit of James 
Brown influence” inspired by a 
“very hospitable lady in Caracas.” 
Women in Chains is characterized 
as a slower song that features 
acoustic guitar, and is more in the 


vein of Aerosmith’s Dream On. 

As part of his strategy to branch 
out into different areas of 
entertainment, Perry is writing the 
score for Making It. The film is 
about the problems facing a rising 
rock group, and stars Leif Garrett 
and Matt Dillon. Perry will also 
appear in the film for a short time. 

A video of Black Velvet Pants was 
also produced, and has been 
appearing regularly on MTV. Perry 
decided to take a “day in the life” 
approach to the video in order to 
show the band as it is. The basic 
storyline, conceived by lead singer 
Mach Bell, follows a girl getting 
dressed in black velvet pants, and 
going to a Joe Perry concert, where 
she eventually winds up playing 
saxophone on stage with the group. 

Aerosmith fans will be excited to 
hear that there is a possibility that 
Perry will collaborate with his 
former band-mates sometime in the 
near future. Perry explains his 
rather sudden change in relations 
with Aerosmith: “Over the past few 
years, we've gotten closer together. 
There was always a chance that I’d 
work with. them again in some 
capacity.

“Legally, they can 
charge whatever they like for the 
records,” says Petty. “I don’t really 
have any rights other than to say, 
‘’m not going to give you the 
record.’ ” 

Petty fought: a well-publicized 
battle with his label a couple of 
years back over the prospect of 
having his Hard Promises be the 
first release to wear the new price 
tag of $9.98, but he — and, by 
extension, the fans — won that 
skirmish. Disc prices, like 
everything else in this country and 
the world, have continued to rise — 
but “I didn’t want that hung on the 
Heartbreakers,” says Petty. 


“A lot of people think I’m against 
the record industry, but I’m not. | 
really love it, you know? | don’t 
respect all the people in it, but there 
are a lot of great people and | really 
admire them. | just get involved with 
the wrong ones from time to time.” 
He laughs the laugh of a man who’s 
made his mistakes, learned his 
lessons and put them behind him. 
“You just have to let them come to 
understand you as a person and as 
an artist — ‘You can’t do that with 
us. If you do that with other people 
it's between you and them, but we 
don’t want you to do it with us.’ ” 

The tour documented on this live 
album is the work of a mature band. 
“We've been around six or seven 
years,” Petty observes. ‘I see 
people that have one hit record and 
then get into a frame of mind where 
the next one’s got to be a bigger 


_ hit. This incredible pressure comes 


on them — and | don’t think that’s 


the way this game should be 
played. You’ve got to break out of 
that thing and hope your whole rep 
doesn’t rise and fall with one album. 

“Longevity comes from offering 
new things from time to time and 
taking your audience somewhere — 
if they’re willing to go,” Petty 
continues. ““There’s a lot of formula 
music that Comes again and again 
and again — and that’s okay, | 
guess, if it’s a great song every 
time. A great song’s a great song, 
whatever the arrangement is. But 
the good groups do evolve 
somewhat.” 

Rather than re-create the records 
on tour, Petty and the 
Heartbreakers start with the same 
basic rhythms and arrangements 
and “let them evolve on the road. 


The songs change, and that’s a lot 


more fun than trying to duplicate 
them exactly,” Petty notes. “But | 
like to start where it’s at least 
recognizable.” 

The music the audience hears is 
“close enough to what they hear at 
home,” Petty adds. “It’s not that 
different — people enjoy that 
because they get a different slant, a 
little more than they got on the 
record. We know how the chords go 
and where the beat is, and from 
there on it’s ‘Let’s work with that. 
Let the guitars be free to do what 
they want.’ And sometimes, Petty 
points out, “it works best to do it 
like the record,” despite the fact 
that after playing a song year after 
year the musicians are bound to 
want to do something to keep the 
song interesting. 

“When | go to see somebody | 
want to hear the hits, and | want it 
to be done in a way that’s pretty 
familiar to me,” Petty confesses. “I 
don’t want to hear a rocker done as 
a ballad or anything as drastic as 
that.” As for the Heartbreakers’ 
concert favorites, “I like them pretty 
much the way the audience does. | 
want to hear it right — not with 
trumpets or anything.” 

Although he confesses his love 
for the road, Petty admits there are 
limitations to what he can do there. 
For instance, it’s hard to get any 
songwriting done. ‘People ask me if 
| write on tour, and | have to say it’s 
very seldom. At the end of the day | 
usually don't feel like trying to write 
a song. | might feel like playing, but 
| never feel like bearing down hard 
enough to get the song out.’”0

emphatically proved that this hard rocking quintet from 
Birmingham, England, is fully capable of reproducing their 
invigorating studio sound on the concert stage. Relying on a 
minimum of effects, Joe Elliott and Company put on a 90- 
minute extravaganza that drew from the band’s first two 
albums, On Through The Night and High ‘n’ Dry, as well as 
from their recent chart-topper, Pyromania. 

Hitting the stage as bright searchlights cut through layers of 
smoke clouds, the band tore into such hits as Rock Brigade, 
Bringin’ On The Heartbreak, and Photograph. With the dual lead 
guitars of Phil Collen and Steve Clark wailing away, the 
numbers assumed a powerful grandeur that put their more 
reserved studio renditions to shame. Elliott's voice, which had 
forced the band to cancel two weeks worth of dates earlier in 
the tour, was in top form, hitting even the highest notes on 
Rock Of Ages. 

The sold out crowd seemed to revel in every note the band 
played; they held aloft banners proclaiming “The Leppard 
Rules’ and “Rick Savage, | Love You.”
